The Propoſition is, Jeſus died and roſe again. The 
Hyference, or Concluſion from thence is, Them alſo 


which ſleep in Jeſus will God bring with bim. 


I. As to the Propoſction : Feſus died, and roſe again. 
Jeſus of Nazareth, the Son of God, and Saviour of 
the World, was crucified without the Walls of Fern/ſa- 
lem, and died. He aſſum'd the Humane Nature, and 
was very May, having a reaſonable Sonl and a Fleſh- 
ly Body, as well as very God; Foraſmuch asthe Child- Heb. 2. 14. 
ren are Partakers 7 Fleſh and Blood, he alſo himſelf like- 
wiſe took part of the ſame; and in that Nature ſuffer- 


ed all Manner of Indignities and Affronts; yea, even 


Death it ſelf. They flew him and hang'd him on a Tree: Ads 2. 24. 
But God hath rais'd him up, having loo#'d the Pains 2 
Death, becauſe it was not poſſible that he ſhould be hold- 

en of it, It was the Father that rais'd him, confider'd 

as Mediator; for ſo he was but a Servant, and hav- 

ing finiſhed the Work which he gave him to do, by Death; ® 
in his Reſurrection God teſtified his Acceptance there- - 

of: But he roſe himſelf by his own Power, as he was 


the Prince of Life, and God over all, bleſſed for ever;

Having thus briefly explain'd, and deſcanted upon 
the Two General Parts of the Text, I come to treat

This I ſhall endeavour to make out, by ſhewing

And in another Epiſtle, If 
we have been planted with him in the Likeneſs of his Rom. 6. 3. 
Death, we ſhall alſo grow up in the Likeneſs of his Re- 
E/rretion, But this Doctrine is molt fully proved by 
him, in 1 Cor. 15. Chap. where (after he had aſſerted it 
Fin ſo many Words, v. 13. If there be no Neſurrect ion 
Jof the Dead, then 3s Chriſt not riſen) he draws a Com- 
pariſon between Adam and Chriſt, and ſhews that, as 
the one was the Author of Death, ſo the other 
was the Author of Life; and as the Firſt Adam 
was made a living Soul, to become the Foun- 
tain of Natural Life to all his Poſterity, ſo Chriſt the 
Second Adam was made a Lnick'ning Spirit, to be- 
come the Fountain of Spiritual, or Heavenly Life. Verſe 21,22.

Reſurrection of the Dead; for as in Adam all die, even 
fo in Chriſt, ſhall all be made alive. And as we hate 49.
